Categorical Exclusion Determination and Decision Record  
For Southern Oregon Public Television (SOPTV) R\W Application, OR 65612  

Description of Proposed Action: The Bureau of Land Management (BLM) proposes to 
reauthorize the existing facility at the Buck Rock Communication Site to SOPTV for a 20-year 
term. The site is located on public land in Section 15, T33S, R1W, Willamette Meridian. The 
facility consists of a low-power TV translator which provides public television to a rural area in 
Jackson County, Oregon. 

Plan Conformance Review  
This proposal was not scoped and the public was not involved in its development. This proposal 
is consistent with policy directed by the following: 
•	 Final Supplemental Environmental Impact Statement and Record of Decision for 

Amendments to Forest Service and Bureau of Land Management Planning Documents 
Within the Range of the Northern Spotted Owl (Northwest Forest Plan FSEIS, 1994 and 
ROD, 1994);  

•	 Final-Medford District Proposed Resource Management Plan/Environmental Impact 
Statement and Record of Decision (EIS, 1994 and RMP/ROD, 1995); 

•	 Record of Decision To Remove the Survey and Manage Mitigation Measure Standards 
and Guidelines from the Bureau of Land Management Resource Management Plans 
Within the Range of the Northern Spotted Owl (USDI 2007); and 

•	 Medford District Integrated Weed Management Plan Environmental Assessment (1998) 
and tiered to the Final-Northwest Area Noxious Weed Control Program Environmental 
Impact Statement (EIS, 1985). 

This proposal would be consistent with management direction in the Medford District Resource 
Management Plan that directs the BLM to continue to make BLM-administered lands available 
for needed rights-of-way where consistent with local comprehensive plans, Oregon state-wide 
planning goals and rules, and the exclusion and avoidance areas identified in the Resource 
Management Plan (USDI 1995, p. 82). 

Categorical Exclusion Determination 
This proposed action qualifies as a categorical exclusion as provided in United States 
Department of the Interior Departmental Manual 516 DM 11, Appendix 11.5 E (9), Renewals 
and assignments of leases, permits, or rights-of-way where no additional rights are conveyed 
beyond those granted by the original authorization(s). 

None of the exceptions to categorical exclusions apply. 

Project Design Features 
None identified. This is a renewal of existing right-of-way. 
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Decision 
Based on the attached NEPA (National Environmental Policy Act) Categorical Exclusion 
Review, I have determined the proposed action involves no significant impact to the human 
environment and no further environmental analysis is required. It is my decision to approve a re­
authorization to SOPTV for the existing low-power TV translator facility located at Buck Rock. 

Decision Rationale 
The decision is to implement the proposed action as described above. 

The proposed action has been reviewed by the Butte Falls Resource Area staff and appropriate
